MESSA GE RELA TING 


TD HOOSIER HYBRID 


(By K. E. Beeson, Secretary In­ 
diana Corn Growers’ Association) 
Hoosier Hy brid is the result of 
y ears of corn breeding at Purdue 
Univ ersity Agricultural Ex peri­ 
ment Station, co-operating with 
many other Ex periment Stations, 


Keller E. Beeson 


and the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. This hy brid 
and many others hav e been test­ 


ed ex perimentally at v arious 
Corn Belt ex periment stations 
and on Indiana farms. Their su­ 
perior merit has been demon­ 
strated, but they are but a stage 
in the ev olution of com for this 
state. They are the product of 
specific combinations of certain 
inbreds of known superiority , 
based on many ex perimental 
tests and farm demonstrations. 
Indiana farmers hav e had a 
part in the hy brid com program 
in Indiana. They hav e tried outj 
crosses of inbreds or hy brids and 
open pollinated com, mutliple 
crosses of miscellaneous hy brids, 
and the use of second, third, 
etc., generations of seed selected 
from fields of hy brids. A few re­ 
sults hav e been better than with 
open pollinated corn, many were 
not so good, and some hav e con­ 
tributed to a misunderstanding 
of hy brid corn. Now the hy brid 
com program has narrowed it­ 
self into one of finding the su­ 
perior combination of inbreds for 
each section of Indiana. 
Hoosier Hy brid 660 is the first 
commation recommended, and 
distributed as certified seed for 
use in central northern Indiana. 
It is the only one recognized in 
the Purdue Ex tension program 
at present, so that central In­ 
diana hy brid seed growers wish­ 
ing to co-operate with the Ex ­ 
tension Department are making 
this hy brid for distribution. 
As rapidly as superior inbreds 
are found for this central Indi­ 
ana territory , they will be intro­ 
duced into the Hoosier Hy brid 
and the resulting modifications 
will be indicated by a number 
attached to Hoosier Hy brid. Un­ 
til 1935 this hy brid contained 
three inbreds, L, Tr, and 6 6 , but 
was ex pensiv e to make, and the 
seed v aried in size and shape. 
These difficulties are being ov er­ 
come by the introduction of new 
inbreds of satisfactory y ielding 
ability which are combined in 
crosses containing four inbreds 
instead of three as at present 
with Hoosier Hy brid 660.
